Fortunate Germany. 


TT is reported from Berlin that the German Government pro- 
JL poses to levy a tax of 20 per cent on all property in Germany 
for the purpose of paying the reparations bill of the allies. The 
tax is to be placed on the property as a mortgage, to be paid in 
installments as the reparations payments become due. Stock 
to the amount of 20 per cent is to be taken by the Government 
in all business corporations and the earnings to be devoted to 
the same purpose. 


The total reparations bill is about §33,000.000,000, to be 
paid in 42 years. This includes, of course, all that has been paid 
in money or its equivalent in value of all sorts of commodities or 
service, but the remaining sum to be paid is staggering and the 
tax is naturally regarded as unbearable. 


The Germans, however, should take comfort. 
They are, 


fortunate—more fortunate than they now realize—in one re- 
spect: they have no great military establishment on land or sea 
to maintain. Under the peace treaty they are forced to disarm 
and their military forces are limited to modest police needs. 


The Congress of the United States last year appropriated 


altogether for military purposes the sum of §846,813.593—more 
than our total expenditures before the war. This amount, if con- 
tinued for 40 years, and unless an agreement to reduce arma- 
ments is arrived at and we abandon our isolation it will increase 
every j-ear, will amount to nearly $34.000,000,000, more than 
the total of the German reparations bill, with two years of the

Big Problem In U.S., 


E x p e r t Says 


Washington, June 9—H. Foster Bain 


Director of tie United States Bureau 
of Mines, considers conservation of

mendations for solving the problem 
should be of decided interest to Oilc- 
ans *ho are confronted with a rap- 
idly diminishing supply if the valuable 
fuel and are seeing proper methods 
of conserving it. 


"The life of o»r natural gas supply 


is now bat a matter of years aad, 
with such a condition existing, this 
ideal fuel at last is being apprecia- 
ted," he says. "Natural gas ranks as 
one of the rao^t essential fuels in the 
Vnited States. It renders 
comfort 


to milions of peo;>!f>. a sen-ice that 
IB fundamental to our national life, 
for it '•erAes the ho2i»—the backbone 
of 
America or any other country. 


Natural gas service is literally a. lux- 
ury to the fortunate housewife or 
household that enjoys such service. 


"Most unfortunately our 
natural 


gas supply ia limited and apparently 
Its life is but a matter of year?. Sta- 
tistics of the U. S. Geological Survey 
indicates that the gas production In 
tnt- United States reached its prob- 
able maximum in 1S1T. 


"It must be demonstrated to public 


utility bodies that a great mistake has 
been made In holding gas at so low a 
price that It encourages waste. A low 
price in a commodity that can be so 
easily dissipated stimulates neglect, 
extravagance, and waste. I am an 
earnest advocate of a price for natur- 
al gas which jrill make its saving 
worth while to the producer, the dis- 
tributor and the consumer. 
By edu- 


cational campaigns and co-operation 
with public utility bodies, this can be 
eventually realised. 


"Competent public utility bodies 


must see that the public and the com- 
panies both, receive fair treatment. In 
this connection it is interesting to 
note that the average price of manu-
